We your Power Plant and ‘Gas: Well 
Committee respectfully recommend as 
follows: 

Re Motor—1.- That the Wetaskiwin 
Produce Co. be notifled that their 20 
H.P. motor is bding returned and a 
City motor used in Its’ place. 

Coal—2, That one car of, Spicer 
and one car of Marcus coal be ordered 

* as a trial shipment. Spicer @. $4.06; 
Marcus $4.25--egrg coal, 

Oif—3. That two barrels of oil be 
ordered from the British American 
Oil ‘Co. as a trial order.

PRESIDENT WOOD 
FIRSTSPEAKER | 
BIG CONVENTION], 


Calgary, Jan, 17 —We stand on 
the eve of the most vital social change 
of the ages. We are approaching the 
end of a false civilization and the be- 
ginning of a new one,” said’ H, W. 
Wood, in addressing this morning’ the 
annual convention of the United Far. 
mers of Alberta on the‘completion of 
his sixth term as president of that 
body. The’ people, he said, must be 
liberated from servitude to “the gi- 
ants of autocracy and plutocracy,"” or 
they would perish, The conflict was 


*} Just beginning.and the people must 


stand “as a solid wall of ‘citizenship 
in defence of their rights and liber- 
ties." Mr, Wood gave credit for the 
political, victories of. the United Far- 
mers of Alberta to. systematic organ- 
zation. ¢ 

“Democracy,” -he said, “cannot. func- 
tion except through organization that 
reaches down to and embraces the 
people.” 

The people must have leaders, he 
agreed, but they would be “leaders of 
their own choosing, not to control, but 
to advise, guide and direct.” 

Politically speaking, he declared, Al- 
berta had undergone complete recon- 
struction. ; 

Upwards of fifteen hundred dele- 
gates, representing 38,000 members, 
were present this morning when the 
convention opened in the First Lay 
tist church. 

Addresses of welcome were deliver- 
ed. The presidential address 
heard, and various reports were pro- 
sented.

shock of an operation Friday, and died 
at'.4:15° o'clock. 

When the end came, Mr. Groeutield 
and two sons, Aronid and Frank, were 
at the bedside, for they had remained 
at the hospital within call all night. 
It was at 8:30 o’clock Friday morning 
that it was fowld necessary to operate 
upon Mrs, Greenfield. At 10 o'clock 
she started to sink, and it was apnar- 
ent that her condition was becoming 
extremely grave. <A transfusion of 
blodtl was given at' 5:30, and at mid: 
night it was hoped that the patient 
might rally. She kept sinking despite 
physiclans’ efforts, although «there 
wore faint hopes’ at times that she 
would ‘subjugate the effects of the 
operation. i 

The late Mrs. Greenfield was born 
in Adelaide township, county pf Mid- 
dlesex, Ont., Dec. 29, 1871 . She was 
the eldest daughter of the late Samuel 
Harris and Mary J. Harris, of Strath- 
roy, Ont. On Feb. 28, 1900, she was 
married to Herbert Geenfield at the 
old home in. Adelaide township. 
family moved to Westlock, Alta., in 
1906, . 

The funeral service was held in »Mec- 
Dougall church Tuesday afternoon 
with Rev, Lorne McTavish officiating. 

The pallbearers were H. W. Wood, 
representing the United Farmers of 
Alberta; A. J, Donahoe, president of 
the Rural Municipalities association 
of Alberta, the two organizations in 
which Premier Greenfield previous, to 
his elevation to the premiership was 
interested; Hon. Alex.

Brits pat 
to the department of municipal affairs, 
has around 100,000 lots which it has 
dequired through the forfeiture of 
scores of subdivisions in the province 
for non-payment of taxes, in such 
places as Dunvegan, Medicine Hat, 
Lethbridge, Grouard and scores of 
similar towns and cities which during 
the boom days had in their midst hun- 
dreds of subdivision propositions 
placed on the market. So: worthless 
are these today that the former own- 
ers of some of them would not even 
pay the cost of canceling the sub- 
division title to bring it back to acre- 
jage. The loss to the province aggre- 
gates many thousands of dollars, ac- 
cording to Deputy Minister J. H. 
Lamb,

has title to 467 pleces of farm land, 
approximately 75,000 acres, on which 
the province has to pay taxes. 

In 1921 some 10,300 tax certificates 
on pieces of farm land were placed on 
the market, of which number only 
11400 were sold.

The more, 
then, this bed is covered and pressed 
by the accumulation of superimposed 
sediments, the harder and drier the 
seam of coal produced. The hardest 
and oldest seams of coal are often as- 
sisted in their development by the én- 
ormous pressuro and heat concurrent 
with great mountain building move- 
ments, In Alberta we have plenty of 
examples of every stagn in this de- 
velopment of hard coal. Thus, there 
are many muskegs and timarac 
swamps in northern Alberta contain- 
ing several feet of woody material 
comparable with peat. At Tofield a 
soft lignite or woody coal is found 
so near the curface that the over- 
burden is easily removed and the coal 
mined directly by means of a steam 
shovel. Tho Clover Bar seam of Ed- 
monton is of the same geological age 
as the Tofield scam, but the coal is 
won at a greater depth and has been 
pressed into a slightly harder and 
drier coal; whilg the very dry, hard 
coal at Bankhead, to the west of Cal- 
gary, ig an example of the final de- 
velopment. We can now examine an 
example of cach type in turn and point 
out some of the problems arising from 
their outstanding characteristics. Then 
ao discussion by an example or two 
will show the work being done by the 
reserch department in helping to solve 
the Alberta coal problem. 

Peat-like deposits in this province 
are unimportant at present, 80 need 
not-be mentioned further. In tho eas- 
tern districts mentioned above, is a 
typical roprosentative of the softer 
grades of coal. This coal is very high 
in water content. When it dries out 
the lumps crack, become tender and 
slack. ‘It is not strong enough to stand 
shipment over long distances without 
a great amount of breakage, nor can 
it be stored without spoiling. Tho 
high moisture in the coal {s also ob- 
jectlonable in that the consumer {ys 
not anxious to pay high freight. rates 
on several hundred pounds of water 
per ton of fuel delivered. One possi- 
ble treatment to improve such coal is 
to turn it into briquettes; another is 
to dry it and use it in powdered form. 
Although this is a non-coking coal, 
tho possible by products obtainable 
by heating it in closed retorts will un- 
doubtedly prove valuable. 

Coal mined at Lethbridge is a hard- 
er, better coal, containing a much 
lower porcentage of water than tho 
examplo montioned, It occurs In an

The 
solid part of the fuel unites with the 
oxygen of the air. This produces 
heat. Tho ash 4g left on the grate to

which leave the coal {mmediately after 
firing are made up mostly of water 
vapor and will not burn, The burnable 
gases pass off next to be burned pro- 
vided that two conditions are fulfilled, ! 
first that the:combustion space!in tho! 
fire box is hot enough to ignite the 
gas; second, that a continuous sup 
ply of air {s admitted to the firebox, 
large enough to keep the gases burn- 
ing, but not so larga as to cool down)! 
the burning gas below its temperature 
of ignition. Failure to fulfill either 
condition results in the familiar slight 
explosions common in household heat- 
ers which burn the softer grades of 
coal. The importance of the proper 
burning of these gases is, evident if 
one realizes that they represent about 
four-tenths of the total heat available 
from the average Alberta domestic 
coal.—University Presg Bulletin .

DOUBLE TRAGEDY 
WAS CLIMAX OF 
HOME TROUBLES 


Calgary, Jan, 15,—Charles Andes, 
50.years of age, a well-known farmer 
of the Verdant Valley district, was 
shot and instantly killed by his son- 
in-law, George McLeod, while attempt, 
ing to protect a daughter who was 
threaened With death by McLeod when 
he invaded the Andes home at an ear- 
ly hour on Saturday morning. Me- 
Leod later committed suicide, his dead 
body being found-in a dugout near the 
farm house by provincial police offi- 
cers from Drumheller, who hastened 
to the scene as soon us they were ap- 
prised of the murder, McLeod shot 
himself through the head with a 45-90 
high velocity rifle, which he discharg- 
ed by crooking the big toe of his left 
foot around the trigger, The double 
tragedy was the climax of domestic 
troubles, :

Evolution in Ships.

Government Ships Tramping. 

Experience has shown that for 
Canadian trade the ideal ship for 
Atlantic business is the steamey 
which will combine. passenger ard 
freight business in a certain prop«r- 
tion. This accounts for the con- 
struction of the new one-cabin type 
of sbip such as the Montcalm, with 
a gross register of 16,000 tons, a 
speed of 16 knots, a capacity of 
1,560 passengers and five or six 
thcusand tons of freight. Of the 
thirty-five steamers ‘plying for the 
Canadian Pacific on ocean service, 
only nine are‘carg> ships. Although 
some of these Government steamers 
are run on regular lines, where there 
is some prospect of a cargo both 
ways, a large percentage of the fleet 
has been forced into tramping with- 
ont. any particular benefit to Cana. 
dian commerce, although the ton- 
nage may swell the ~Canadian 
register. 

Passenger Traffic Awaiting. 

The increase in tonnage credited 
to the steamship companies carry- 
ing on regular service, particularly 
where the liners are passerger 
steamers, is in another category. 
The natural development of Cana- 
dian shipping under present condi- 
tions is undoubtedly in the field of 
passenger .traffic, rather than cargo 
vessels, \In the first place, Canada’s 
crying need js for more population, 
particularly of the farming classes, 
and over in Great Britain and 
Europe there are hundreds of thou- 
sands of good settlers eager to come 
to this continent if only the doors 
are not shut in their faces. In the 
second place, owing to Canada’s 
geographical position, the St. Law- 
rence route in summer. and the port 
of Vancouver all the year round 
are in a favorable position to attract 


ed for the Pacific trade. the Emprese 
of Canada, In 1906 the Empress of 
Britain and Empress of Ireland wero 
added to the Atlantic fleet.

Montcalm, Montclare, and Mont- 
rose, each of 16,000 tons. ) 


Heavy Expansion in Year. 

This represents an addition of 
130,000 tons to the Canadian Pacific 
fleet in a single year, and should 
convince the most pessimistic th t 
the directors of one Canadian enter- 
prise, ut any rate, are looking for- 
ward to increased trade and traffic, 

That traffic, however, can -only 
continue to make progress if Canada 
pursues a broad-minded immigration 
volicy and does not shut her doors 
against the settlers anxious to come 
from overcrowded Europe, and 
work upon her vacant lands. and un- 
developed resources. The Imperial 
Government during the past year 
has spent a hundred million dollars 
in doles to unemployed, a large per- 
centage of whom were recently liv- 
ing on the land. At the same time 
less than ten per cent. of our avail- 
able agricultural land in the West is 
under cultivation. Surely there is 
an opportunity for shipping here, to 
transfer the worker to a place where 
he can work and thus benefit both 
the Old Country and the new.

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NEW F. -REE STATE 
OF IRELAND IS NOW 
GIVEN APPROVAL 


The new regime for Ireland has now 
been approved both by ‘the . British 
parliament and by the’ Dail. Creation 
of the Irish Free ‘State {s provided 
for in the treaty signed last month 
in London after prolonged negotiation 
for a settlement of the Irish problem. 
Its provisions in substance are: 

Ireland shall have the same consti- 
tutional status in the British Empire 
ag the Dominion of Canada, the Com- 
monwealth of Australia, the Dominion 
of ‘New Zealand and the Union of 
South Africa. 

Ireland shall be known officially ag 
the Irish Free State, with a parlia- 
ment having powers for the govern- 
ment of the country and an executive 
responsible to the parliament. 

A: provisional ‘government is to be 
set up to function until an Irish parlia- 
ment and :a ‘government: of the Irish 
Free State shall ‘be constituted, but 
not longer than ;twelye months at the 
outside, 

The treaty stipulates that a repre- 
sentative of the crown shall be ap- 
pointed for Ireland in the same man- 
ner.as the governor-general of Can- 
ada, : 
Ireland is given control over all gov- 
ernmental affairs and is entitled to 
an army, which however, shall be lar- 
ger in proportion to Ireland’s popula- 
tion than the British Army is to the 
population of Great Britain.

Lust.week I drew the distinction be- 
ithe ordinary consciousness 
and the: subconsciousness, showing 
that the subconsclousness never sleeps 
butacts: fig an ‘alert vigil: reminding us 
of a” living presence: in ‘the room or 
any. strange event that may be trans- 


piring, or: the proximity of the time 


when: ‘the! alarm: is going, off, or of 
the appearance ‘of dawn or ‘of sunrise, 
especially if we desire on retiring to 
be so reminded. It cannot be said 
that the subconscious mind is efther 
superior or inferior to the ordinary 
consclousness—it is different, They 
function: difterently; although they are 
in -some ways inter-related, There 
are three: characterisics of the sub- 
consciousness. which must always: be 
kept in mind: (1) It never sleeps; (2) 
It never: reasons; (3) It only receives 
positive suggestions, The latter state- 
ment may need qualifying explanation, 
which will’ be made at the “proper 
time. >’ , 

Hypnotism is the placing. of! the 
consclous mind absolutely and tempor: 
arily ‘under the control. of the. shb- 
conscious inind, while the — subcon- 
sciousnéss is emphatically charged 
with a positive suggestion, Let: us 
watch the hypnotist at his work and 
study his method. The first proceed- 
ing is to place the subject on-a chair 
in a relaxed position, usually with the 
hands upon the knees. <A bright coin, 
an eye, or some attractive object is 
sometimes used. Thig is held in front 
of the subject, two or three feet above 
the level of the line of vision. The 
subject looks at it with focussed at- 
tention.”..The position is causing con- 
siderable eye strain, and while gazing 
upon it he fs told to shut hig eyes. 
Another method ‘is for the hypnotist 
to stand behind the subject, placing 
his hand across his head with the 
fingers about half-way down the mid- 
dle of the forehead. The subject in 
looking at the finger finds’ the effort 
quite a strain and then to close the 
eyelids. over the upturned pupils be- 
comes un all-absorbing process, the 
consciousness ig simplified down to a 
single iden, “everything else fs forgot- 
ten, and\to: that extent the subcon- 
scious mind ‘is exposed so us to receive 
a positive : suggestion. It © comes: 
“Your eyes are glued shut.” The sub- 
consclousness, without reasoning pow- 
ey, and in control of the motor force 
of the body, is the slave of sugges- 
tion, and the reasoning consciousness 
with one single idea uppermost, that 
of. opening the, eyes, is helpless. With 
the exception of that ona: idea the 
subject is ‘unconscious until the “all 
right!" of the’ hypnotist” calls con- 
sclousness, back and it is restored to 
its normal complexity. It often hap- 
pens that.a subdect, inuat be discarded 
because. of hig, jabllity to concentrate. 
This sis not at evidence ofa strong 
mind, but of a weak one. ‘That same 
power of concentration is’ necessary 
to a good student, It is the ability to 
become oblivious ‘to one's. surround: 
ings and to focus attention on the. 
subject in hand. 

This accomplished, the hypnotist's 
course is clear, .The'subconsciousness 
of the subject is responsive «to his 
voice; while - the reasoning ‘consclous- 
ness is passive and readily yields. A 
' further stage of: hypnosis ig invoked. 


The subject igs commanded emphati- |: 


cally to go to sleep, consciousness: 
vanishes, the subconsclousness be- 
neats active in producing relaxation, 
‘the for fallg to one side, the eyes 
‘closel a profound hypnotic, sleep en- 
sues, (called « “hypnotic” because 


produced by suggestion, and differing |- 


‘from ordinary sleep in that on awak- 
“ening the reasoning faculties of the 
mind are not restored.) An impres- 
sive suggestion is made to the sub- 
consciousness of any set of circupi- 
stances imaginable—a "skating party, 
a prize fight, a card party, a balloon 
ascension, a battle field, anything— 
and the subject upon being awakened 
is obsessed with that idea and can 
ithink of nothing else, and, we have 
the familiar ;. hypnotic. performance. 
The performers are really not awake. 
They are dreaming. ‘The ‘subcon- 
sciousness is so controlling the brain 
action that only obedience to the 
suggestion is possible. By a snap of 
the fingers or the forcing home of 
another idea, the — consciousness 
comes back, reason is restored and 
the experience ig much the same as 
that of a somnambulist on being awak- 
ened while sleep-walking. 

It will be remembered that the sub- 
conseious mind controls the motor ac- 
tivity of the body, acting-in obedience 
to thought, hence it becomes possible 
in the advanced stages of hypnotism 
to produce paralysig of a certain part 
of the body. .A fight may take place 
in which the combatants are handi- 
capped by the right foot in each case 
being fixed to the floor at points ‘six
